Police Briefs 

Festive RIDE Program continues 


On Dec 9, South Simcoe 
Police were joined by members 
of the Barrie-Simcoe Chapter of 
Mothers Against Drunk Driving 
(MADD), stopping vehiclesand 
educating drivers about the 
perils of impaired driving. Over 
400 vehicles were stopped at 
two locations, and 12 roadside 
screening tests were conducted. 
Three drivers registered a 
WARN, and had their licences 
suspended for 3 days. 

On Dec. 1L South Simcoe 
RIDE teams set up vehicle 
checks in various locations 
in Alcona, Innisfil. One team 
stopped a 31 year old Innisfil 
man who had been drinking. The 
man was under a Court Order 
from a previous Impaired driving 
charge, to only operate a vehicle 
equipped with an ignition 
interlock device; when stopped, 
he was operating a friend’s 
vehicle, which was not equipped 
with ignition interlock. The man 
was charged with contravening 
the court order, and his friend's 
vehicle was impounded for 7 
days. A reminder: If you lend 
yourvehicletoanyone,make 
sure they are legally allowed to 
drive! Officers checked a total 
of 415 vehicles, and performed 
28 roadside screening tests. 

Two drivers registered a WARN 


and received 3-day licence 
suspensions - and two drivers, 
one right after another, were 
arrested after officers detected 
an odor of alcohol on their 
breath, and roadside tests 
registered a Fail. Further testing 
at the station resulted ina40 
year old Alcona male and a 53 
year old Alcona male being 
charged with Over .080. Each 
had his vehicle impounded 
for 7 days, and received a 90 
day administrative licence 
suspension. 

On December 12, the 
focus was on Bradford. RIDE 
checkpoints were set up 
in various locations, and a 
total of l,041vehicles were 
stopped. Roadside tests were 
performed on 61 drivers who 
were suspected of drinking. 
Three drivers registered a 
WARN, were issued 3-day 

their vehicles impounded.Two 
Novice drivers registered above 
a0.0 Blood Alcohol Level; their 
licences were suspended and 
vehicles impounded. And a 31 
year old Bradford man was 
charged with Possession of 
a controlled substance, after 
coming through the RIDE check 
with marijuana hidden in a 
metal cannister.

T he new Bradford West 

Gwillimbury Council prides 
itself on being responsive to 
its constituents. 

For the first time, council has 
held CAN (Community Access 
Network) meetings, bringing 
residents and ward councillors 
together - and never have there 
been so many committees 
established, on topics ranging 
from arts and culture to active 
transportation, to hear the views of 
the public. 

But they may be falling prey to 
the "squeaky wheel” syndrome. 

The temptation is to respond 
to vocal complaints and issues 
brought forward in meetings of 
council, without asking for further 
clarification or a report from 
staff - to react emotionally to an 
issue, without looking at all of the 
ramifications. 

A case in point: the decision to 
delete a number of properties from 
the BWG Heritage Committee’s 
heritage registry, not because the 
properties don’t belong on the 
list, but because homeowners 
objected. 

It's a decision that flies in the 
face of the Ontario Heritage Act, 
provincial legislation designed 
specifically to enable councils to 
preserve important built heritage. 


To be on the registry is not to 
be designated as a heritage site. 
That is a lengthy legal process that 
should be well-considered before 
proceeding, as it has consequences 
for both the municipality and the 
owners, and can be challenged. 

But listing only allows the town to 
delay an extra 30 days, in issuing a 
demolition permit, time that allows 
for compromise or consideration 
of designation - something that 
council can do anyway, whether 
or not a property is already on the 
registry. 

Rather than responding with 
emotional comments about the 
rights of property owners, which 
in fact are in no way affected by 
listing in the registry - rather than 
summarily deciding a circa 1850 
Georgian-style 3-over-3 Bay brick 
farmhouse with transom-and- 
sidelight entrance should be taken 
off the list - perhaps councillors 
should have waited until they had 
a more comfortable understanding 
of the issues, and scheduled a 
public information session to 
provide clarification. 

Governance can involve making 
difficult decisions for the greater 
good. Council can’t hope to make 
everyone happy all of the time. 

And it shouldn’t be the squeaky 
wheel that always gets the grease.

lust ask the approximately 
200 people who turned out for 
“BRIDG Night” - an evening of 
fundraising organized by Brad¬ 
ford's Refugee Inter-Denomina¬ 
tional Group, raising money to 
bring the family of Ali and Man- 
jiye A1 Shteiwe and their nine 
children from a Lebanese refu¬ 
gee camp, to the Bradford area 
BRIDG, made up of six local 
churches and their volunteers, 
put together an evening of food, 
music and a silent auction, 
December 11 at the Holy Mar¬ 
tyrs of Japan Catholic church's 
parish hall, to raise funds for the 
private sponsorship effort 
“There are atrocities in the 
Middle East that have caused 
millions to flee,” said Joe Matys. 
“Tonight is about opening 
our hearts, but more impor¬ 
tantly, opening our pock- 
etbooks,” especially since 
the federal government has 
promised to match the fun¬ 
draising, "dollar for dollar." 
Reverend Jim Keenan also wel- 
comed guests to the event. 
“Bradford West Gwillimbury is 


a community thatthinkswith its 
heart,” said the United Church 
Minister. “I have no doubt the 
A1 Shteiwe family will be wel¬ 
comed... and I have absolutely 
no doubttheywill become great 
neighbours.” 

Keenan spoke of the fear and 
horror created by the actions 
of groups like Isis, the sense 
of powerlessness that has led 
to a backlash. “As you can see 
tonight, we do have power We 
can say no to the darkness and 
thehatethattheyprodaim,” and 
to the "public discourse that can 
turn fear into hate... The world 
doesn’t need any more of that” 
The evening turned into a cel¬ 
ebration of hope and com¬ 
munity, with Amelia DePiero 
singing "This is my Temporary 
Home,” and "No one is Alone." 
United Church minister Paul 
Rumbolt, and the group BonAc- 
cord also entertained, perform¬ 
ing seasonal music of hope and 
joy. 

Special speakers included 
Mayor Rob Keffer and Deputy 
Mayra James Leduc, who talked 
of the caring, compassionate 
and multicultural community 
that is Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury; and Innlsfil Mayor Gold 
Wauchope, representing Sim- 


coe County Warden Gerry Mar¬ 
shall. 

“I'm extremely humbled by 
the response of the residents 
of Simcoe County,” Wauchope 
said, but added, “Given our 
history of acceptance... I’m not 
surprised by the humanitarian 
response.” 

Jean Lashley, returning to 
the parish, spoke of the positive 
impact of sponsorship on host 
communrties. Deeply involved 
in refugee sponsorship through 
Newmarket’s Catholic church, 
she said that families brought to 
Canada through private spon¬ 
sorship are usually more suc¬ 
cessful than those sponsored by 

“They become settled more 
quickly, they find jobs more 
quickly... By privately sponsor¬ 
ing these refugees, you are giv¬ 
ing them the best chance to 
succeed,” Lashley said - and 
opening the door to under¬ 
standing "These things that are 
happening on the other side of 
the world become real to us... It 
has helped our community be 
aware of what’s happening in 
the world around us.” 

Refugees make great citizens, 
she added. "Things we take for 
granted, they do not They don’t

know they can drink the water 
from the tap. They don’t know 
they can go out at night, safely 
- there's no curfew - but they 
learn quickly." 

And Lashley said, "The more 
successful we are at welcom¬ 
ing them, the more quickly 
they will be giving back.” 
Frankie “Flowers” Ferrag- 
ine, best-selling author, gar¬ 
den expert and weatherman 


on Breakfast Television shared 
his take on the potential contri¬ 
butions of newcomers to Can¬ 
ada. The Ferragine family came 
to Canada in 1956 - Tony Fer¬ 
ragine, and brothers Len and 
Peter 

"They came here with 
nothing, looking for a bet¬ 
ter life,” Ferragine said. “What 
they found is a great com¬ 
munity, a great family.” 
The Ferragine family nownum- 
bers more than 200 in the Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury, found¬ 
ing businesses that include 
Bradford Greenhouses Garden 
Gallery, Riga Farms, Bianchi’s 
Auto, Ferragine Greenhouses, 
L & D Ferragina in the Holland 
Marsh. He concluded, Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury will offer 
newcomers “whatever they 
want,” helping to build future 
leaders of the community. 
‘Welcome home.” 

Ferragine offered a special 
live auction item for the fund¬ 
raising evening: a trip for four 
to Breakfast Television, to tour 
behind the scenes and meet 
the team, enjoy breakfast at the 
famous Senator diner, and sit 
in on a taping of CityLine. The 
experience sold for $700. 

Other live auction donations 


- a 14 karat white gold cross 
donated by Peter Dykie Jewel¬ 
lery, and theatre tickets, raised 
an additional $425, on top of the 
Silent Auction, donation jars 
and ticket sales. 

In all, the event raised over 
$6,000, and donations continue 
to come in, said Rev. Keenan. 
“It was a very successful event, 
in terms of our goal of fund¬ 
raising, and I think it was avery 
good event in terms of bringing 
the Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Community together 

Volunteers have also been 
gathering donations of clothing 
furniture and appliances for the 
A1 Shteiwe family. As for hous¬
